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DETAILED ACTION 

1. This action is responsive to the amendment filed July 16, 2004. 

2. Claims 1, 3-7, 9-13 and 15-18 are pending. 

Response to Amendment 

3. Per Applicants' request, claims 3, 9 and 15 have been amended. 

Response to Arguments 

4. Applicants' arguments with respect to claims 1, 3-7, 9-13 and 15-18 have been 
considered but are moot in view of the new grounds of rejection. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

5. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C § 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly 
pointing out and distinctly claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his 
invention. 

6. Claims 13 and 15-18 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 112, second paragraph, as 
being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject 
matter which applicant regards as the invention. 

A single claim, which claims both an apparatus and the method steps of using 
the apparatus is indefinite under 35 U.S.C 112, second paragraph. In Ex parte Lyell, 
17 USPQ 2d 1548 (Bd. Pat. App. & Inter. 1990), a claim directed to an automatic 
transmission workstand and the method steps of using it was held to be ambiguous 
and properly rejected under 35 U.S.C 112, second paragraph. 
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In claim 13, it is unclear whether a computer system or a method for 
downloading an application program is claimed. With a computer system recited in 
the preamble, one would expect to find in the body of the claim, components having 
functions to download an application program. However, one found a mixture of 
software components (e.g., a stored user configuration of the application program, a 
manifest file, a decryptor, a downloader) and method steps for establishing a local- 
remote connection (e.g., session, authentication). 

Qaims 15- 18, which depend from claim 13, are also rejected for the same 
reason. 

Correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 1 01 

7. 35 U.S.G § 101 reads as follows: 

Whoever invents or discovers any new and useful process, machine, 
manufacture, or composition of matter, or any new and useful improvement 
thereof, may obtain a patent therefor, subject to the conditions and 
requirements of this title. 

8. Qaims 13 and 15-18 are rejected under 35 U.S.G § 101 as being directed to 
non-statutory subject matter. 

Pursuant to claim 13, a single claim which claims both an apparatus and the 
method steps of using the apparatus should also be rejected under 35 U.S.G 101, Ex 
parte Lyell, 17 USPQ 2d 1548 (Bd. Pat. App. & Inter. 1990), based on the theory 
that the claim is directed to neither a "process" nor a "apparatus," but rather 
embraces or overlaps two different statutory classes of invention set forth in 35 
U.S.G 101 which is drafted so as to set forth the statutory classes of invention in the 
alternative only Id. at 1551. 
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Claims 15-18, which depend from claim 13 arc also rejected under 35 U.S.G § 
101 as being directed to non-statutory subject matter. 
Correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

9. The following is a quotation of the 35 U.S.G 103(a) which forms the basis for 
all obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or 
described as set forth in section 102 of this tide, if the differences between the subject matter 
sought to be patented and the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would 
have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in 
the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

10. Claims 1, 3-7, 9-13 and 15-18 arc rejected under 35 U.S.G 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over U.S. Patent No. 6,205,476 to Hayes, Jr. ("Hayes") in view of U.S. 
Patent No. U.S. Patent No. 5,894,515 to Hsu. 

Claims 1, 7 and 13 

Hayes discloses at least: 

defining and storing a user oorfigwation of the applmtion program corresponding to 
the particular user cf 'the applimtimprogram{stt at least Figures 9, 10, 11 and related 
discussion in the specification); 

storing the user axfigmttion in a manifest file (see at least Figure 11, step 1 107 
and related discussion in the specification); 

initiating a session between the load ckta processing system arid the remote data 
processing system in response to the particular user requesting the appliattionprogram (see at least 
Figures 9, 10, 11 and related discussion in the specification); 
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authenticating the particular user in response to the particular user requesting the 
appliatiim program (see at least Figures 9, 10, 11 - e.g., ID, Password - and related 
discussion in the specification); 

responske to the user authentication y dowioadwgdata fiomthe remote data 
processing system to the local data processing system according to the user corfiguration (see at least 
Figures 9, 10, 11 - e.g., ID, Password « and related discussion in the specification). 

Hayes does not specifically disclose enaryptingznd decrypting. However, Hsu 
teaches encrypting data (see at least 1:13-21). It would have been obvious to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was made to add Hsu's 
encrypting feature to Hayes, as this feature would provide protection for Hayes' 
configuration files. 

Claims 3, 9 and 15 

Hayes in view of Hsu further discloses wherein the mtrvfest file is stored on the remote 
data processing system, wherein the computer pro^ the data 

processvngsystem to execute the additional method comprising: downloading 
remote data processing system to the local data processing system, wherein the manifest file is decrypted 
to produce a downloaded user oorfi in response to the user authentication, and wherein the 

data is dowiloadedfromthe remote dataprxxesswgsystemacwrzl^ to the dcw&oaded user 
corfigwation (see at least Figures 9, 10, 11 and related discussion in the specification). 

Claims 4, 10 and 16 

Hayes in view of Hsu further discloses buMng the appliattimpwgmmpursuart to 
the user corfiguration decrypted from the manifest file responsive to a second authentication (see at 
least Figure 11, steps 1112, 1114, 1116, 1118 and related discussion in the 
specification). 
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Claims 5, 11 and 17 

Hayes in view of Hsu further discloses: 

autbentiatting the particular user in the second authentication responske to the 
particular user requesting a hold of the applicatimprogram (see at least Figures 9, 10, 11 - 
e.g., ID, Password - and related discussion in the specification); 

decrypting the manifest file responsive to the second authentimtion (see at least 
Figure 11, step 1112, 1114, 1116, 1118 and related discussion in the specification); 

building the applimtionpro^ampursuant to the user configuration decrypted from the 
mtnifestfikvespomiwto (see at least Figure 11, steps 1112, 1114, 

1116, 1118 and related discussion in the specification). 

Claims 6, 12 and 18 

Hayes further discloses therein the user oorfiguration comprises data describing the 
particular user, the particular user's appluMionpwgram configwatkm> and resources for which the 
particular user is authorized (see at least Figures 9, 10, 11 and related discussion in the 
specification).
